If the present effort tow ard peace 
is unsuccessful, every power of the 
governm ent will be exerted to u tterly 
crush the Sinn Fein. High officials 
informed the U nited Press th at plans 
have been prepared which will even 
tually turn Ireland into a vast m ili­ 
tary prison, crushing the country’s 
economic life and putting a tag on 
every Irish citizen. 
The danger th at the plans

Prem ier C raig of U lster 
was 
back in Belfast, w ith General Sm uts 
on his trail, apparently In an effort 
to arrange his participation in some 
way in fu rth er negotiations.

Officials of the city are anticipat­ 
ing the erection of one of the finest 
city halls in the county under the 
issue of $75,000. They expect the 
new building to equal if not surpass 
the new hall at Orange, the latter 
costing, complete, around $84,000. 
Plans Large Building 
It is understood that Samuel Kra­ 
mer, who will erect what will be, in

H is cow, Mouslie, a m ature 
grade Jersey, produced during a lac­ 
tation period of 243 days, 8528 pounds 
of milk and 360.50 pounds of butter 
fat (average test 4.22 per cent). 
C ertificates have since been issued 
to eighteen other cows in this asso­ 
ciation and applications for adm is­ 
sion to th e register have been re 
ceived for a considerable num ber of 
cows w hose production Is now' being 
reported to the college of agricul­ 
ture each month.

SAME OLD OUTRAGE 


In the report of the proceedings o f the city trus­ 
tees. as published in The R egister of last evening, w e 


read: 
“R. E. Joyce and others protested against ac­ 
ceptance by the city of the sewer recently laid 
on M cFadden street until that street has been 
replaced in as good condition as it w as prior to a 
trench being dug in the center of the street for 
the laying of the pipe. 


''Complaint was made that the trench had not 
been properly filled in and that the entire road­ 
bed was covered with earth left by the contrac­ 
tor with the result that clouds of dust are raised 
whenever a vehicle passes over the thoroughfare. 
"Street Superintendent Edward D ahl was di­ 
rected to look into the situation."’

If M cFadden street is not accepted “until that 
street is put in as good condition as it was before the 
trench was dug" it will never be accepted at all. 
It simply isn’t done.
